Washikgton, Jan. IO.—Interest in 
the senate proceedings centers in the 
promised debate of the treaty for the an­ 
nexation of Hawaii. 
The prevailing 
opinion is that the debate will not be 
prolonged on the treaty, bot theories as 
to the length of time vary all the way 
from a week to a month- The opposi­ 
tion to the treaty assert that they have 
no disposition to prolong the discussion, 
owing to their confidence in their ability 
to defeat the treaty. 
They claim 35 
votes in opposition and state that among 
these there will be more than one Re­ 
publican. 
Senator Morrill adheres to 
his original determination to oppose the 
ratification resolution, and he is prepar­ 
ing a speech on that side of the ques­ 
tion. The name of Senator Money on 
the Democratic side is added to the list 
of supporters of the treaty, making five 
Democrats who will certainly favor an­ 
nexation. Senator Butler (Pop.), whose 
position has not heretofore been gener­ 
ally known, has announced himself as 
opposed to ratification. 
The civil service debate, which has 
been in progress in the house daring the 
past week, will be concluded, probably 
tomorrow when the vote will be taken 
on a motion to strike out the appropria­ 
tion for the maintenance of the com­ 
mission. The motion is foiedoomed to 
defeat. It is claimed that a prelimin­ 
ary canvass of the Republicans of the 
bouse has developed that over IOO on 
that side who an? willing to vote for a 
modification of the law. 
If with these could be combined the 
Democrats, many of whom are against 
the entire law and desire to em it wiped 
off the statute books, they could proba­ 
bly command a majority. 
But quite a 
number of Democrats whose hostility to 
the law is outspoken say they will not 
vote for modifications of the law which 
will simply result in the removal of 
Democrats from office and the substitu­ 
tion of Republicans. The entire Popu­ 
lists strength will oppose every motion 
to repeal or modify the law.

The flesh is burned fpom the bones 
and lies in greasy and ill-smelling par­ 
ticles in the ashes on the ground. The 
fingers aud hands are burned from the 
frames and the ghastly skeletons, bereft 
of feet aud ankles, stand on blackened 
bones in the ashes on the ground. Every 
vestige of hair aud flesh are burned 
from the heads aud the clinched teeth 
of the dead men show the great deter­ 
mination to endure their awful punish­ 
ment in silence with which the red men 
died. The scene is a fascinating one 
for the curious aud has been visited by 
many people. 
The crime fear which the two men 
were lynched was the killing of Mrs. 
Simmons last Thursday in the presence 
of her four little children. Her husband 
was absent aud the Indians called at 
the cabin for a drink of water. This 
was given them. 
Then Che}* asked for 
a saddle which was refused. McGeissey 
then grabbed the woman, who had her 
baby in her arms, and pulled her out of 
the house. 
She started to run and ho ( 
brained her with a Winchester. Tho 
little children were unable to move tin 
body into the house, and, as the hus­ 
band did not rein an home that mght it 
was almost devoured by hogs.

T am pa, FU., Jan. IO.—After .spending 
several weeks making personal investi­ 
gation of the situation in Cuba, C on­ 
gressman King of Utah arrived here 
last evening, 
His tour covered four 
provinces and was thorough. 
Speaking 
of his trip he mid: 
“I made it to learn 
just what the conditions were and I 
found that no one has ever half depicted 
the awful horrors of the reconcentrados. 
“These people, naked and emaciated, 
are still dying like sheep in the streets 
of tho towns where they are still hud­ 
dled. To realize just what this means 
one must see for himself. 
“I found that the Spanish people have 
evidently very little faith in the new 
autonomical government, for they are 
strongly in favor of annexation, and 
want it at once. 
“General Blanco has not succeeded in 
his efforts to aleviate the suffering for 
he has not had financial means to carry 
it out. I have interviewed insurgent 
leaders, Spanish officers and Americans 
and have some definite idea of what is 
going on in that terrible devastated is­ 
land. I know positively that General 
Lee is not going out with General 
Blanco to see General Gomez.” 
As Mr. King saw General Lee Satur­ 
day be evidently speaks with authority. 
Professor Herman Schoenfleld of Co­ 
lumbian University came on the same 
boat. 
He has been makiug investiga­ 
tions few the purpose of writing maga­ 
zine articles for Germany and Austria 
He corroborates in the main Mr. King's 
views, bot thinks the war will continue 
a long time.

late hour Saturday night. 
The crime for which the defendant 
Messenger, was convicted was com­ 
mitted in San Pierre on Aug. ll, 1897, 
when Messenger, being at the time a 
stranger in the locality, shot down and 
killed one Charles Nelson, an inoffen­ 
sive Swede and prominent farmer, in a 
most brutal and unprovoked manner. 
Messenger was sentenced today after 
a motion for a new trial. 
He has the 
distinction of boing the first man ever 
sent up from this county for life.|

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Sin al I Stock Raisers Have Driven Oat the 
Larger Ones—B i* R anges and W ater 
H oles Fenced In — H ow the Bonanaa 
C attle On tuts Made Enorm ous Profits. 


The great cattle range* of western 
North Dakota and Montana, where for 
nearly 2 0 years, the bonanza cattle out­ 
fits have held complete sway, and where 
cattle have roamed the vast prairies at 
w ill, like the buffalo a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago, are passing out of existence. 
The deathknell of the large cattle 
companies has been sounded by the in­ 
numerable settlers who have taken up 
vacant government land in the great 
grazing region, built "shanties" in the 
vicinity of every natural spring and 
water hole, fenced in thousands of acres 
of grazing land and driven the immense 
herds of the bonanza cattlemen from 
"place to place, until there is no place 
left for them to go. A ll the years that 
the vast prairies of the west have re 
mained unsettled have been worth mil 
lions to the cattle princes. Hundred* of 
thousands of cattle have been imported 
placed upon the ranges at a cost not to 
exceed $16 a head for the 2 -year-old 
steers, allowed to roam at w ill for two 
years, at an average animal cost not to 
exceed $8, and then sold in the market 
at Chicago for an average price of $45 
to $50. 
The free ranges offered by the 
m illions of acres of unsurveyed and un 
occupied government land have been 
turned into m illions of dollars in oold 
cash by the cattle kings, but the tide of 
immigration to the west has sealed 
their fate and they are ready to go. 
For 20 years nearly a vast region ly 
lug along the western part of North Da 
koto and the eastern strip of Montana 
measuring IOO miles in width and 150 
m iles in length has been entirely given 
up to the interests of the cattle kings 
Thousands of head of cattle have been 
grazed year after year, countless train 
loads of beeves have been shipped to 
market and m illions of dollars have 
gone into the pockets of the cattlemen 
Pierre Wiebaux, the Montana stock 
man, said to be the largest single owner 
of cattle in the United States, bas num­ 
bered his total possessions of cattle at 
50,000 head. 
The Berry-Boice Cattle 
company has owned and grazed each 
year not fewer than 80, OOO head, and 
there are numerous companies that have 
essayed to keep on the ranges an annua) 
total of from 10,000 to 85,000 head. 
The vastness of the business of th e m 
cattle companies may be estimated from 
the fact that the annual shipments for 
the past few years have been from 8 ,0 0 0 
to 6 ,0 0 0 head for each of the large com­ 
panies. The annual profits of the larger 
companies, after deducting the original 
cost of the cattle and the cost of their 
maintenance upon the ranges, are from 
$75,000 to $150,000—all that from the 
free ranges of the government, given 
without taxation or any return what 
ever. 
To understand the situation that bac 
existed up to the present time it must 
be remembered that this broad region 
which has been given up to the interests 
of the cattle growers has not been in 
tersected by a fence, disturbed with a 
plow or graced with a field of grain up 
to a few short years ago— nothing for 
m iles but short nutritious grass, which 
cured on the prairie, as clover in a stack, 
and served equally well for food in dead 
of winter as in the heat of summer. 
Forth upon this vast area every spring 
have been poured streams of gaunt, ill 
shaped, long horned and lean ribbed 
southern cattle. 
Left to roam at will, 
they have thriven and waxed fat, until 
in two years they have become sleek 
and fat and comely to the eye. 
During 
all that period they have been as free 
aud untrammeled as were ever the buf­ 
falo. 
But at the close of the maturing 
period they 
have been rounded up, 
driven to railroad stock shipping pens 
and loaded upon the cars for a trip to 
market. Their places are taken by fresh 
importations from the south. 
And so, 
year after year, have the processes been 
repeated, until the profits that were 
known to have accrued from the busi­ 
ness have tempted thousands of small 
holders of cattle to settle in this region 
and engage in the beef business on a 
smaller scale. 
The presence of these smaller opera­ 
tors is the inevitable doom of the cattle 
kings. 
Their vast herds are no longer 
allowed to roam the ranges undisturb­ 
ed. 
The small ranchmen have built 
fences and inclosed the water holes. 
The prairies have been made to yield to 
the mowing machine, and the former 
fre6 grass has come to be cut and stack­ 
ed as hay, until the ranges in many 
places are bare of feed for the herds of 
the larger companies. These conditions 
are responsible for the closing out of 
the cattle princes. 
There is no longer 
room for their thousands of beeves. F if­ 
teen thousand cattle, the property of 
one of the larger operators, succumbed 
to the severity of the weather for no 
other reason than that the ranges had 
been denuded of grass by the numerous 
smaller ranchmen. 
This was a warn­ 
ing that the most obstinate must heed.

PREFERRED CREDITORS. 


Im portant Decision Rendered by Judge 
Ludwig of M ilw aukee. 
Milwaukee;, Jan. IO.—An important 
decision has been rendered by Judge 
Ludwig in the case of the Southern Nat­ 
ional bank of New York against the 
garnishors of II. S. Mack, which af­ 
firms the validity of all the preferences 
to the amount of $100,000 made by H.

Electric Eyes. 
The latest adjunct that science gives 
to the surgical operator is an electric 
eye. 
Strictly speaking, it is riot an eye 
at nil, but rather a sort of searchlight, 
w hich is used to aid the hum an eye in 
delicate surgical operations. 
Oftentim es surgeons are handicapped 
in their work by the fact th at they can­ 
not see distinctly tile parts upon 
Inch 
they m ust operate. 
The form ation of 
the hum an body is such th at in m any 
instances no light can be put. directly 
upon the particular part of the human 
anatomy that is to be operated upon. 
The eye eau see to the extent of human 
capability, but in intricate operations, 
however strong the light in the operat­ 
ing theater may bf1, the rays lack that 
penetration and power of concentration 
so necessary to delicate surgical opera­ 
tions. 
Professor Charles E. 
Quimby, of 
Bellevue hospital, New York, has pat­ 
ented tins new aid to surgery. From an 
ordinary electric light w ire a connection 
is m ade w ith this device, w hich fits the 
face mu( h in the rn aunt r of a pair of 
Spectacles. The appliant* in itself con­ 
sists of tw o small incandescent lamps, 
which art* fitted one above and the other 
below the eye of the operator. They are 
so adjusted that tho rays focus at a point 
sufficiently near the ordinary point of 
vision to throw all the power of the 
electric rays upon the point desired. 
It is practically a portable searchlight 
adapted to the* operating theater. 
The 
lamps ar* in tho form of an annular 
glass globe, w ith an illum inating con­ 
ductor. 
An insulate d backing, consist* 
lug of a m etal leacher lined band, which 
pusses iirouud the head, pr* 
n 
the 
heat from affect 
he wearer, and at 
the saun- tim e holds flit* light in position 
and prevents any possible effect that 
otherwise the electxi<*ity m ight have 
upon the wearer. The lights mort* near- 
' Iv resemble long g ig " tub* s than any­ 
thing* bo. \\ itlliii th* se tubes are placed 
the lamps, which c an be adjusted to any 
desired angle. When a direct downward 
ray is d* sired, a sm all reflector is fixed 
above the light and tile rays throw n in 
tile desired direction.—San Francisco 
Examiner.

L ittle Rock, Jan. IO.—Charred and 
burned beyond all semblance of human 
beings, the frames of Markup McGeisey 
apd Palmer Simpson, the two Seminole 
Indians whe a few days ago murdered 
Mr#. James Stannous, are reclining in 
chains against the blackened trunk of 
an oak tree in the .Seminole nation, 
where (hey met their death in the most 
awfu! manner conceivable at the hands 
of an Oklahoma mob. 
The flesh is burned from the bones 
aud lies in greasy and ill-smelling par­ 
ticles in the ashes on the ground. Tho 
fingers aud hands are burned from the 
frame* aud the ghastly skeletons, bereft 
of feet aud ankles, stand on blackened 
bones in the ashes on the ground Every 
vestige of hair and flesh are burned 
from the heads and the clinched teeth 
of the dead meu show the great deter­ 
mination to enduro their awful punish­ 
ment in silence with which the red men 
died.

T he great cattle ranges of w estern 
N orth Dakota and M ontana, w here for 
nearly 20 years, the bonanza cattle out­ 
fits have held com plete sway, and w here 
cattle have roamed the vast prairies at 
w ill, like the buffalo a quarter of a cen­ 
tu ry ago, are passing out of existence. 
The deathknell of the large cattle 
com panies has been sounded by the in ­ 
num erable settlers who have taken up 
vacant governm ent land in the great 
grazing region, built “ shanties” in the 
vicinity of every natural spring and 
w ater hole, fenced in thousands of acres 
of grazing land and driven the imm ense 
herds of the bonanza cattlem en from 
"place to place, u n til there is no place 
left for them to go. A ll the years that 
the vast prairies of the west have re 
m ained unsettled have been w orth m il 
lions to the cattle princea H undreds of 
thousands of cattle have been im ported, 
placed upon the ranges at a cost not to 
exceed $16 a head for the 2 -year-old 
steers, allow ed to roam a t w ill for two 
years, at an average anim al cost not to 
exceed $8, and then sold in the m arket 
at Chicago for an average price of $45 
to $50. 
The free ranges offered by the 
m illions of acres of unsurveyed and un 
occupied governm ent land have been 
turned into m illions of dollars in cold 
cash by the cattle kings, but the tide of 
im m igration to the w est has sealed 
th eir fate and they are ready to g a 
F or 20 years nearly a vast region ly 
lug along the w estern p art of N orth Da 
kota and the eastern strip of M ontana 
m easuring IOO m iles in w idth and 150 
m iles in length has been entirely given 
up to the interests of the cattle kings 
Thousands of head of cattle have been 
grazed year after year, countless train 
loads of beeves have been shipped tc 
m arket and m illions of dollars have 
gone into the pockets of the cattlem en. 
P ierre W iebaux, the M ontana stock 
man, said to be the largest single ownex 
of cattle in the United States, has nun: 
bered his total possessions of cattle at 
50,000 head 
The Berry-Boice Cattle 
com pany has owned and grazed each 
year not few er than 80, OOO lit ad, and 
there are num erous companies that have 
essayed to keep on the ranges an annual 
total of from 10,000 to 85,000 head. 
The vastness of the business of these 
cuttle com panies may be estim ated from 
the fact that the annual shipm ents fox 
the past few years have been from 8 ,OOO 
to 6 ,0 0 0 head for each of the largo 00m 
ponies. The annual profits of the larger 
companies, after deducting the original 
cost of the cattle und the cost of their 
m aintenance upon the ranges, aro from 
$75,000 to $150,000—all th at from the 
free ranges of the governm ent, given 
w ithout taxation or any return w hat 
ever. 
To understand the situation th at ha* 
existed up to the present tim e it must 
be rem em bered th at this broad region 
w hich bas been given up to the interest* 
of the cattle growers has not been in 
tersected by a fence, disturbed w ith a 
plow or graced w ith a field of grain up 
to a few short years ago— nothing for 
m iles b at short nu tritio u s grass, w hich 
cured on the prairie, as clover in a stack, 
aud served equally w ell for food iu dead 
of w inter as in the heat of summ er. 
F orth upon this vast area every spring 
have been poured stream s of gauut, ill 
shaped, long horned and lean ribbed 
southern cattle. 
Left to roam at will, 
they have thriven and waxed fat, until 
in tw o years they have become sleek 
and fat and comely to the eye. 
D uring 
all th a t period they have been as free 
and untram m eled as were ever the buf­ 
falo. 
B ut a t the close of the m aturing 
period they 
have been rounded up, 
driven to railroad stock shipping pen* 
and loaded upon the cars for a trip to 
m a rk e t T heir places are taken by fresh 
im portations from the south. 
And so, 
year after year, have the processes been 
repeated, un til the profits th at were 
know n to have acorned from the busi­ 
ness have tem pted thousands of small 
holders of cattle to settle iii this region 
and engage in the beef business on a 
sm aller scale. 
The presence of these sm aller opera­ 
tors is the inevitable doom of the cattle 
kings. 
T heir vast herds are no longer 
allow ed to roam the ranges undisturb­ 
ed. 
The sm all ranchm en have built 
fences and inclosed the w ater holes. 
The prairies have been m ade to yield to 
the m ow ing m achine, aud the form er 
free grass has come to be cu t and stack 
ed as hay, u n til the ranges in m any 
places aro bare of feed for the herds of 
the larger companies. These conditions 
are responsible for the closing out of 
the cattle princes. 
There is no longer 
room for their thousands of beeves. F if­ 
teen thousand cattle, the property of 
one of the larger operators, succumbed 
to the severity of the w eather for no 
other reason than th at the ranges had 
been denuded of grass by the numerous 
sm aller ranchm en. 
This was a w arn­ 
ing th a t the most obstinate m ust heed. 
Aud so the cattle com panies th a t for­ 
m erly num bered their possessions by 
the thousands of head m ay now num ber 
them easier in hundreds. 
The sm all 
ranchm an is the m an upon whom the 
m arket of the future m ust rely for its 
beef —St. Paul Pioneer Press.

The great cattle range* of western 
Not iii Dakota and Moo tana, where for 
nearly 20 years, the Im in ansa cattle out­ 
fits have beld complete sway, and where 
cattlo have nam ed the vast prairies at 
w ill, like (be buffalo a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago, are tossing out of existence. 
The deathknell of the large cattle 
companies has been sounded by the in­ 
numerable settlers who have taken up 
vacant government land in the great 
gracing region, built “ shanties” in the 
vicinity of every natural spring and 
water hole, fenced in thousands of acre* 
of grazing land and driven the immense 
herds of the bonanza cattlemen from 
•place to place, until there is no place 
left for them to go. A ll the years that 
the vast prairies of the west have re 
mained unsettled have been worth mil 
lions to the cattle princes. Hundreds of 
thousands of cattle have been imported 
placed upon the ranges at a cost not to 
exceed • 16 a head for the 2-year-old 
steers, allowed to roam at w ill for two 
years, at an average animal cost not to 
exceed $8, and then sold in the market 
at Chicago for an average price of $45 
to $60. 
The free ranges offered by the 
m illions of acres of unsurveyed and un 
occupied government land have been 
turned into m illions of dollars in cold 
cash by the cattle kings, but the tide of 
immigration to the west has sealed 
their fate and they are ready to ga 
For SO years nearly a vast region ly 
lug along the western part of North Da 
kota and the eastern strip of Montana 
measuring IOO m iles in width and 150 
m iles in length has been entirely given 
up to the interests of the cattle kings 
Thousands of head of cattle have been 
grazed year after year, countless train 
leads of beeves have been shipped to 
market and m illions of dollars have 
gone into the pockets of the cattlemen 
Pierre Wiebaux, the Montana stock 
man, said to be the largest single owner 
of cattle in the United States, has nom 
bored his total possessions of cattle at 
50,000 head. 
The Berry-Boice Cattie 
company has owned aud grazed each 
year not fewer than 80,000 head, and 
there are numerous companies that have 
essayed to keep on the ranges an annual 
total of from 10,000 to 85,000 head. 
The vastness of the business of these 
cattle companies may be estimated from 
the fact that the annual shipments for 
the past few years have been from 8,000 
to 6,000 head for each of the large com­ 
panies. The annual profits of the larger 
companies, after deducting the original 
cost of the cattle aud the cost of their 
maintenance upon the ranges, aro from 
5,000 to $150,000—all that from the 
free ranges of the government, given 
without taxation or any return what­ 
ever. 
To understand the situation that ha.- 
existed up to the present time it must 
be remembered that this broad region 
which bas been given up to the interest* 
of the cattle growers has not been in­ 
tersected by a fence, disturbed with a 
plow or graced with a field of grain up 
to a few short years ago— nothing fox 
miles but short nutritious grass, which 
cured on the prairie, as clover in a stack, 
aud served equally w ell for food in dead 
of winter as in the heat of summer. 
Forth upon this vast area every spring 
have been poured streams of gaunt, ill 
shaped, long horned and lean ribbed 
southern cattle. 
Left to roam at will, 
they have thriven and waxed fat, until 
in two years they have become sleek 
aud fat and comely to the eye. 
During 
all that period they have been as free 
aud untrammeled as were ever the buf­ 
falo. 
But at the close of the maturing 
period they 
have been rounded up, 
driven to railroad stock shipping pen* 
aud loaded upon the cars for a trip to 
market. Their places are taken by fre sh 
importations from the south. 
And so, 
year after year, have the processes been 
repeated, until the profits that were 
known to have accrued from the busi­ 
ness have tempted thousands of small 
holders of cattle to settle in this region 
and engage in the beef business on a 
smaller scale. 
The presence of these smaller opera­ 
tors is the inevitable doom of the cattle 
kings. 
Their vast herds are no longer 
allowed to roam the ranges undisturb­ 
ed. 
The small ranchmen have built 
fences and inclosed the water holes. 
The prairies have been made to yield to 
the mowing machine, and the former 
free grass has come to be cut and stack­ 
ed as hay, until the ranges in many 
places aro bare of feed for the herds of 
the larger companies. These conditions 
are responsible for the closing out of 
the cattle princes. 
There is no longer 
room for their thousands of beeves. F if­ 
teen thousand cattle, the property of 
one of the larger operators, succumbed 
to tho severity of the weather for no 
other reason than that the ranges had 
been denuded of grass by the numerous 
smaller ranchmen. 
This was a warn­ 
ing that the most obstinate must heed. 
And so the cattle companies that for­ 
merly numbered their possessions by 
the thousands of head may now number 
them easier in hundreds. 
The small 
ranchman is the man upon whom the 
market of the future must rely for its 
beef. —St. Paul Pioneer Press.

Mack transferred his stock to 
several preferred creditors who in turn 
were sued by the Southern National 
bank. 
The decision rules that no cred- 
iitors of Mr. Mack are entitled to any­ 
thing except those to whom he 000- 
eyed stock.

E lrC rlc Eyes. 
The latest adjunct that science gives 
to the surgical operator is un electrics 
eye. Strictly spt-akiug, it is not an eye 
at all, but rather a sort of searchlight, 
which i* used to aid the human eye in 
delicate surgical operations. 
Oftentimes surgeons are handicapped 
in their work by the fact that they eau 
not nee distinctly the ports upon which 
they must operate, 
The formation of 
the human body is sn* h that in many 
instances no light con be put directly 
upon the particular part of the human 
anatomy that is to be operated upon 
The eye can see to tho extent of human 
capability, but in intricate operations, 
however strong the light in the opt rat­ 
ing theater may be, tho rays lack that 
penetration and power of concentration 
so necessary to delicate surgical opera­ 
tions. 
Professor Charlet E. 
Quimby, cf 
Bellevue hospital. New York, has pat­ 
ented this uevv aid to surgery. From an 
ordinary * 1< < trio light wire a connection 
is made rn lib this device, which lits th( 
face mm h in the m ain*r of a pair of 
epee tach a. Tho appliance in itself con­ 
sists of two small incandescent lamps, 
which are fitted one above and the other 
below til* i ye of the operator. They are 
so ad ju.-ted that the rays focus at apoint 
suffic iently near the ordinary point of 
Vision to throw all the power of the 
electric rays upon the point desired. 
It is practically a portable searchlight 
adapted to the operating theater. 
The 
lumps are in tho form of un annular 
glass globe, with an illuminating con. 
ductor. 
An insulated backing, consist­ 
ing of a metal leather lined band, which 
passes around the head, prevents the 
beat from affec ting the wearer, and at 
the same time holds the light in position 
and prevents any possible effect that 
otherwise the- electricity might have 
upon the we arer. The lights more near- 
' ly resemble long glass tub* s than any- 
thingelse. Within th. m-tubes are placed 
she lamps, which can be adjusted to any 
desired angle. When a direct downward 
ray is d< sired, a small reflector is fixed 
above the light and the rays thrown in 
tho desired direction.—San Francisco 
Examiner.

SAVE THE DOGS’ EARS. 


Cropping Thera 
Prevents 
the 
Anim als 
Prom H earing W ell. 
Any one who has heard the mega­ 
phone must have wondered at the ex­ 
traordinary power of increasing sound 
that is produced by form, uud I would 
like to. call attention to one point in 
connection with cutting dogs’ ears that 
I do not remember to have seen men­ 
tioned anywhere — that is, from an 
acoustic standpoint: 
I have lately purchased a small York­ 
shire terrier, imported from England 
only a few months ago. 
Its ears were 
clipped in England after what the seUer 
of the dog declared to be “ the very lab 
est style. ” 
The ears were first clipped aud then 
stiffened up with three effects on the 
dog: 
F irst.—That the buzz of a bee or fly 
causes him to retreat under cover of 
safety. 
Second.—That 
he ducks his bead 
when about to be patted, a sure sign of 
the length of time the pain of the oper­ 
ation must have lasted. 
T hird.—(An effect I had not expect­ 
ed.) That he has absolutely no idea of 
the direction of sound. 
In the ears of a mastiff dog any one 
who observes the shell-Uke form of the 
ear opening may easily imagine the im- 
memc j owe* of en* h a trump* Hike in­ 
strum ent tt increase the volume of 
sound. 
A change in the acoustical ar­ 
rangement of the flap of the * ar would 
necessarily entirely puzzle and bewilder 
the owner as to the direction of sound, 
and this one point on ear cnttirg would 
seem of itself to condemn the praotio®.
